Regarding the Silver Age comments, from my perspective 
at least, it’s not supposed to be a criticism, or a suggestion 
that INVINCIBLE is archaic in any way. It’s more to do with 
your approach to plotting, which is of that constantly- 
bubbling-pot-of-subplots style, something that has gone 
out of favor in the past ten or so years. Up until some point 
in the late 80s or early 90s, writers would be weaving in all 
sorts of little plots and subplots, but now that everything 
seems to be geared to six-issue chunks ready for the 
trade collection, and writers don’t stick around for more 
than a year or so, that kind of storytelling is much more 
rare. So that’s why INVINCIBLE reminds me of when | 

was reading the Frenz/DeFalco Amazing Spider-Man, or 
Stern’s Avengers. Perhaps it would be different if it weren’t 
creator-owned and McLarsentino changed the creative 


team every six issues, but I’m glad it's not. INVINCIBLE is 
modern, as John Roy says, but there is a classic element to 
the storytelling too, and | like the mixture of both, so keep 
it up. 


| do take it as a compliment... but “retro” isn’t very 
popular these days--so | don’t want Invincible to get 
labeled as a retro comic. 


Anyway, that’s it. I'm really enjoying Oliver's story, although 
| ат wondering what's going on with Allen and Nolan. 

Oh, and | hear Bendis is leaving Mighty Avengers. Could it 
be that a Kirkman Avengers title might actually happen?
